Profile: Tomson Highway 


Tomson Highway is a Cree from the reserve at 
Brochet, Manitoba. He was bom in the bush, 
along with his 11 brothers and sisters, and 
lived there for the first 6 years of his life, 
trapping and fishing with his family. From the 
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ages of 6 to 15, he was sent to a Roman 
Catholic Residential School, and after 
graduating from there, he went on to the 
University of Manitoba to study piano in the 
Faculty of Music. With his Bachelor’s of Music 
Honours, he stayed an extra year to complete 
the coursed needed to obtain his Bachelor’s of 
Arts in English. . This was the year he met 
James Reaney, one of Canada’s most respected 
playwrights/poets. 


Once out of university, Tomson worked 
extensively in a variety of Native organizations, 
working in Friendship Centres, children’s 
programs, and prisons. He was just generally 
familiarizing himself with the organizational 
network of Native lives and politics in this 
country. 


At the age of 30, he decided to write his first 
play, The Rez Sisters. It took Canada by storm, 
winning Tomson the Dora Mavor Moore 
Award for best new play. Since then, he has 
also written Dry Lips Oughta Move to 
Kapuskasing, among others. More recently, 
his screen play won critical acclaim for Smoke 
Signals. If you haven’t checked out our books 
by Tomson Highway, we encourage you to do 
so. He is certainly a good role model for our 
people.
